Claim 13 has been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/17/05. 

2. The drawings are objected to because There doesn't appear to be any lead line 
for "812" in Figure 9. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

manipulating or compressing the nipple, as claimed in claims 20 and 24, must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The title doesn't reflect the valve construction in the nipple. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 7 each recites the limitation "the outer membrane" in lines 7 and 12 
in claim 1 and line 2 of claim 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. 

Since applicants claim an outer member with a membrane portion, it isn't clear 
which feature "outer membrane" refers to. 

5. Claim 4-6 and 18 each recites the limitation "the membrane" of the outer member 
in lines 2 and 6. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Furthermore it isn't clear what applicants intend to claim with dependent claims 
18-24. It may be noted that claims 1-17 are for a product. However claims 18-24 recite 
a method not a product. It should be noted that there isn't any statutory class of 
process by product claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 , 4-8, 10, 14 and 17, insofar as they are definite, are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Raymond et al in view of Mclntyre et al. 
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Raymond et al is considered to teach a nipple fastenable to a nursing bottle with 
a collar 27. The nipple includes and outer member with a membrane portion, a flange 
and outlet aperture. The nipple of Raymond et al is provided with a valve insert with a 
membrane and valve openings 22. Note that when inserted the two members define a 
chamber which is separated into two sections by a compromisable seal at 20 which 
functions in the manner claimed. To have provided the nipple with inner flaps to close 
the valves openings to prevent backflow and eliminate the extra pieces would have 
been obvious in view of the teaching of Mclntyre et al at 28. 

7. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Rees. 

To have optionally provided a small opening on the inner member in the manner 
taught by Rees would have been obvious. 

8. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Demarco, Jr. 

To have compressed the sides of the nipple to express fluid would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by Demarco, Jr. 

9. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 18 above, and further in view of Haberman '301 . 

It is common to fill or prime a nipple for nursing. To have done so by 
manipulating the nipple in the manner taught by Haberman would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art. 
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10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dahan, Kiernan, White, Webb et al, Glories et al and Sehrwald 
who other nipple inserts. O'Neill, Budiani, Quinn, Park, Green, Sakashita, Mehl and 
Eberhardt et al show other nipples with valves. Grasset, Seunevel and Hein show other 
nipple structures.
